The present Pope, Leo XIII, is a far 


sighted man who has, a definite policy o 
behavior towards the different nations 
His purpose at present seems to be to 
allay all irritation and suspicion felt to- 
wards the Romish church, and to secure 
its ends, if possible, by conciliation anc 
even concession. 
He has made good 


progress in this line during his brief offi- 
cial career, and, although occasional mut- 
tering* of dissatisfaction are heard from 
Prince Bismarck or somebody else, it is 
a fact that the relations of the Vatican 
with all the leading governments are now 
more amicable than for some years past. 


This policy, however, has two sides. If 


it sooths some people it exasperates 
others. It may be successful on a broad 
scale, but it is open to objection in local 
instances. 
Of course it is the part of a 


wise ruler whether temporal, or spiritual 
ike the Pope, to consider first the per- 
manent and general welfare of his whole 
realm, rather than tbe passing and pro- 
vincial interests of a single portion there- 
of.

but seems arbitrary.

For the present, at least, so called 


medical preparations which are generally 
used for alcoholic beverages are to be 
classed as liquors, and the persons who 
still them as liquor dealers. 
The exact 


words of the circular just issued by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue in 
relation to these "bitters, cordials, ton- 
ics, etc.," are as f >llows • 


Most of them aie known or believed to 


be simply compound liquors fitted for use 
as alcoholic beveiages, and quite gener- 
ally sold and used as such. 


Persons encaged in the manufacture of 


such cordials, bitt TS, tonics, etc., should 
be regarded as r-ctifiersif the bitters, 
etc., tire suitable lor and are usuilly sold 
or used as alcoholic beverages, and per- 
sons who sell them or offer them for sale 
as beverages should be regarded as liquor 
dealers.

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and was born in Shropshire, England 
lie leaves a widow and two children in 
his native place. 
He had been a sea 


faring man all his life. 
He was of med' 


ium size, finely proportioned and ver 
intelligent looking, It was in 1873 tha 
lie first became famous in the natatoria 


way. 
While serving before the mas, 


on the Cunard steamship Russia, a ship- 
mate fell overboard from the rigging. A 
gale was blowing at the time and the 
Russia was booming along at the rate o 
fifteen knots per hour. Webb sprang 
into the water and make a desperate anc 
gallant effort to save the life of his com- 
panion. 
He could not reach him, how- 


ever, and Webb was taken into a boat 
after struggling in the waves upwards ol 
half an hour. He was given a purse oi 
$500 on the spot, and a medal.

After this Webb gained local fame as 


a swimmer in the Thames. 
He swam 


from Blackwell to Gravesend, a distance 
of twenty miles down the stream, in four 
hours, and he accomplished the distance 
from Dover to Kamsgate, a distance of 
eighteen miles, in nine hours. He at- 
tempted but failed to swim across the 
English channel, on August 13, 1875, but 
on August 25, of the same year, he made 
the perilous voyage, reaching Calais, 
France, twenty-three 
hours after the 


start. 


So brilliant a feat was hailed with en- 


thusiasm all over England. The poet, 
R. H. Home, a swimmer of considerable 
experience, wrote a letter requesting 
that the honor of knighthood be confered 
on Captain Wrebb. The press dissuaded 
the king from such a thing, and the ques- 
tion of honoring the Captain dropped out 
of the public mind. 


Captain Webb attempted in August, 


1878, the feat of swimming for thirty-six 
lours in the River Thames. 
He dropped 


nto the river at the Parade at Woolwich 
at 6 o'clock on the evening of August 2, 
nst year in the presence of 100,000 peo- 
jle. 
Long into the night this 
crowd 


waited his return from Gravesend, but 
10 gave up before reaching Woolwich on 
the return trip, having swam twenty-two 
miles in nine hours. 


He has had many contests in swimming 


vith Captain Paul Boyton, the latter at- 
ired in his buoyant rubber suit and 
.Vebb in a simple bathing dress. 


DOWN MOUNT WASHINGTON ON A 


BICYCLE—E. 
H. 
Carson, of 
East 


Rochester, N. H., has accomplished the 
remarkable feat of riding down Mount 
Washington on a bicycle. He went up 
the mountain on Monday morning from 
Gorham, and dismounting about three 
miles from the Glen, completed the jour- 
ney of eleven miles to the summit of 
Mount Washington on foot, pushing his 
wheel in advance. His machine was the 
American Star Bicycle, whose peculiarity 
consists in the small wheel being placed 
in front of the large one. The eight 
miles from the Glen were passed in two 
hours 
and forty-five 
minutes. 
After 


resting some time upon the summit he 
started upon his dangerous journey, while 
the guests at the Summit House almost 
held their breath in fear for his safety as 
he wheeled rapidly round the steep bend 
just below the house. Upon reaching 
more favorable ground he forced rapidly 
ahead, though it could be seen that the 
brakes were constantly in application. 


Another sharp turn near the great gulf 


was safely passed, and the machine was 
behaving beautifully, the precedence of 
the small wheel preventing any liability 
of "headers," and also serving as a pow- 
erful brace in case of obstructions met in 
the road. 


The half-way house was soon gained, 


and the rider breathed more freely, the 
steep cliffs which border the first half of 
the way being trying to the strongest 
nerves. The remainder of the journey 
was made in perfect safety, the brakes 
being effective in spite of the steepness 
of the road.

Po serious indeed had the 


situation become that on one occasion 
early in the Spring, the Mormons violent- 
ly assaulted a detached portion of the 
command and seriously wounded several 
members of the party, necessitating the 
commander. Colonel Steptoe, to place the 
men under arms and 
station double 


guards constantly about their barracks to 
prevent their being surprised and possi- 
bly massacred. 
When the snow cleared 


in the Spring, the party moved upon the 
banks of the Beaver river to fatten up 
their stock and prepare for the weari- 
some and tedious journey to be taken 
across tho plains and mountains to the 
Golden State. 
Their leaving the city did 


not serve to lessen the hatred of the 
Mormons, however, and tho party still 
found themselves submitted to every class 
of indignity and forced to conduct them- 
selves most circumspectly toaviid serious 
trouble. 
In the midst of all this bad 


feeling a Mormon woman came to the 
camp accompanied by her dauohter a 
young woman almost grown. 
She was 


admitted into the presence of General 
Ingalls, 
then a captain, and Colonel 


Steptoe, commander of the party, being 
absent for some reason, her conference 
was held with him. 
Her story was one 


calculated to inspire sympathy in the 
heart of almost any one, and Captain 
Ingalls, without any further questions of 
hesitancy, guaranteed 
hur the desired 


protection. 
She had married a Mormon 


gentleman in the States and had not long 
been a resident of lltah. Her husband 
was not a polygamist, however, and their 
married life had been a happy one. About 
a year previous he had died and lately 
the leaders of the church had been mak- 
ing persistent efforts to induce her to 
marry another man, one already possessed 
of a sufficient number of wives. Her 
daughter had also been importuned to 
marry, to which both had entered objec- 
tion.

ONE OF THE EVILS OF SMOKING.—An 


Italian working for Mr. Doty, contractor 
on the 
Philadelphia, 
Norristown and

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


Kxpcrimcnts in determining the height 


and velocity of clouds by mentis of pho- 
tography have hcon made at Kew, Kng- 
Innd, under the direction of Capt. Abney. 
The apparatus employed consists of two 
similar cameras, stationed at a distance 
of about six hundred feet apart, and pro- 
vided with instantaneous shutters to be 
simultaneously released by electricity. 
The observer measures the angle of incli- 
n i lion of the cameras and the position of 
tli • clouds as photographed on the two 
pi ites, and fiom these data a trigonomet- 
rii- calculation gives the distance of the 
cloud with great accuracy. 


A French scientific journal describes an 


electric curiosity which its editor lias rc- 
cc ivcd from Dr. Claudet. The novelty is 
n specimen of electric flannel, which is 
cl limed to be valuable in cases of rlieu- 
in itism. The oxides of tin, copper, zinc 
and iron form nearly one-eighth of the 
wi ight of the flannel. A series of threads 
ol the fabric is impregnated with these 
n» tallic oxides, and each scries is alter- 
nately separated by untreated threads. 
The flannel thus prepared constitutes a 
dry pile, which lias been shown by indc- 
pi ndent experiments of Messrs. Drincourt 
and I'orterin, both reputable physicists to 
disengage electricity when in contact 
w i t h the body, the current becoming more 
in irked as the flannel absorbs the moist 
pindiicts of perspiration.

A HAPPY COMMUNITY, 


How the People nt nil Ohio Vlll*«« Lmd 
Liven of CMilOBi 


About eighty mile* from Cleveland and 


six miles south of Mineral Point, the ter- 
minus of the Valley rood at the Wheeling 
junction of tbe Wheeling and Lake Erie 
Railroad, there is a quaint little old vil- 
lage known as 2oar,inhabited by a strange, 
frugal and industrious people, the happiest 
perhaps in the world. They know no 
care; nothing worries and troubles them. 
A large number of them never saw tbe 
outside of their beautiful home, a veritable 
paradise, and trouble themselves little if 
any about the turmoil and strifes of the 
wicked world. 
The colony was first 


founded in 1817 by Huber and Acker- 
mann, two Germans, tlie former a native 
of W.urtemburg, and the latter hailing 
from Bavaria. 
Shortly afterward, in the 


same year, they and a few followers from 
the same country formed a community 
and named it Zoar, because they looked 
upon their home as a place of refuge from 
the world, which they termed Sodom and 
Gomorrah. Tbe first two houses which 
Huber and Ackermann built in 1817 — 
quaint, antique structures — are still in- 
habited by the descendants of the 'two 
pioneers. 
They are built of logs and 


mortar, and contain but one large room, 
sparsely furnished. 
The windows are 


small, each containing nine panes of glass 
about six inches square. The roofs are 
covered with tiles, as are those of all the 
houses erected up to 1850, when the art 
of tile-making died out in Zoar. 


The inhabitants, who have no desire to 


amass wealth, work for one common end- 
that is, for the good of the community, 
which owns and controls the entire vil- 
lage, including thousands of acres of the 
richest land of the Buckeye State. The 
money goes into one common treasury; 
the necessaries of life, including food, 
provisions and garments, are furnshed by 
tbe village officials, consisting of three 
trustees and a committee of five, who are 
annually elected by ballot. The village 
contains about three hundred inhabitants, 
which number has been the same since 
1817, and never increases or decreases to 
any noticeable extent. 
There are no 


preachers, but all the people are devout, 
worshipping after the manner of the 
Friends. 
The marriage vow is held sa- 


cred and the laws are rarely broken. — 
Cleveland Herald.
